WASHINGTON, June 17.—The interstate com- 
merece commission has received from the 
Western and Atlantic Railroad company, of 
Georgia, 2 complaint against the East Tennes- 
see, Virginia and Georgia Railway company, 
charging it with violating the interstate com- 
merce law in failing to afford the first named 
road “reasonable, proper and equal facilities 
for the interchange of trafiic.””, The complaint 
gpecilics that the “‘Kast Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia Railway company interchanges 
tratlic with the Richmond and Danville Rail- 
road company, at Atlanta, on all business 
coming from Virginia and the Carolinas on the 
ysual terms and consigned to stations on 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
road in Georgia and Tennessee, and a like in- 
terchange takes place on business going from 
stations on the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia road in Tennessee and Georgia, con- 
signed to stations in the Carolinas or Virginia, 
each road advancing charges and protecting 
rates. But the Edst Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia company_refuses to make a like inter- 
change on the usual terms with complainant's 
road on business coming from the Carolinas 
and Virginia over the Richmond and Danville 
road to Atlanta, and shipped thence over com- 
plainant’s road to Dalton and tendered to the 
fast Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia com- 
pany, for shipment to cestination, upon its line 
and to points beyond its line of business, origi- 
nating at Atlanta, and it refuses, in such case, 
either to protect the usual rate or to advance 
charges in the usual manner. : 

Other specifications are made, from which 
it appears that the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia company, interchanges traftic 
upon the usual terms with the Central Rail- 
road and Banking company, Atlanta and West 
Point Railroad company, Savannah, Florida 
and Western Railway company, the Louisville 
and Nashville company, and several other rail- 
road companies, refusing to interchange busi- 
ness on the usual terms, only with comp!ain- 
aut’s road, thereby greatiy damaging its busi- 
ness. The complainant asks for such an order 
in the premises as ‘‘will correct the abuses re- 
ferred to.”’

ALEXANDER ON THE COMMISSION. 


He Says lis Late Decision Puts the Railroads 
ina Dilemma. 

New Yorx. June 17.—Editors Constitu- 
tion: I have not seen the full text of 
the cirenlar issued by the interstate commis- 
sion. From the abstract published in papers | 
understand they have decided that water com- 
petition makes dissimilar circumstances, and 
justifies railroads, therefore, in accepting less 
rates on longer hauls where in direct competi- 
tion with the water. So far as that goes it isa 


solution te a considerable part of our difticul- 
ties, but they have failed to decide or indicate - 


their views upon the question whether our 
meeting the water competition shall be 
contined to the water’s edge, or whether 
we may meet it where it works back into the 
interior by river and railroad. On the whole, 
the circular seems to put the railroads between 
two horns ofa dilemna. If we conform our rates 
to the apparent requirements of the law, it 
will be said that we wish to make the law 
odious. If we donot, it will be charged that 
we are defying the law. Which horn of the 
dilemna we will have to take I cannot yet say. 
A meeting of the Southern Railway association 
will be held next week to consider the matter.

TO DAUPHIN ISLAND. 


Work Commenced to Connect Mobile and 
the Deep Water. 

Mosiir, Ala., June 17.—A corps cf en- 
ineers in the employ of the Dauphin Isiand 
Railroad and Harbor company has gone to 
work and is moving rapidly in the construction 
of the road which will connect Mobile with 
deep water in Mobile lower bay, a distance of 
thirty-iive miles from the city. The under- 
taking coutemplates jthe building of two bulk 
heads 2,100 feet long, each with two loading 
docks 450 feet Jong, supplied with machinery 
for leading coal at the rate of 600 tons 
an hour: also for leading iron and cotton. 
The road runs -over easy grades. to 
Grant’s Pass, between the mainland = and 
Dauphin Island, which pass will be crossed by 
atrass bridge, now very nearly ready to be 
laced. Onthe island will be cotton ware- 
esl railroad buildings.a summer hotel, etc. 
Money to the amount of a millien and-a-half 
dollars will be expended and the work will be 
compicted by January first, under the super- 
Vision} of George Leighton, late 
engineer of Hariem bridge, {New 
‘ork as an outlet of the mineral 
resources of northern Alabama and the cotton 
of this section, the road will offer much’needed 
focilities. It will connect here with three 
trunk lines—the Louisville and Nashville, 
Mobile and Ohio and the Richmond Terminal 
system. and will connect outward with a line 
of weekly steamers to New York, and eventu- 
ally with steamers to other gulf points and 
South America.

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NO NEW PEVELOPMENTS.

Matters on the Chicago ‘Change Quieting 
‘ Down. 

Cuicaco, June 17.—There were no new or 
sensationa! developments in the affairs of the 
broken wheat clique today, and none are ex- 
pected. Kershaw has got no more funds and 
will not get any more. The whole affair has 
become so entangled’ between the Fidelity 
bank, of Cincinnati, and the American Ex- 
change National bank here, that there are 
how so many legal complications, that what- 
ever funds should come here would undoubt- 
edly be swallowed up without doing anybody 
in the trade much good. The affairs of C. J. 
Kershaw & Co, are so desperate that Eggie- 
ston, special partner, whose liability as a gen- 
eral partner is claimed, is putting his property 
out of his hands. Cash wheat wil! not eome 
on the market, so that the panic is over. 

Brokers in the pit are careful to pick men 
With whom they do business, and pay i and 
even + cents more to get the names of rich and 
strong houses. A member of one of the cligue 
firins. in conversation with a reporter, cleared 
up some of the secrets of the attempted wheai 
corner. The clique had about $4,000,000 ef its 
own money here with which to margin cash 
wheat and options. There never was a mo- 
mentuptolast Monday when there was any 
hitch in menetary matters. The trouble arose, 
probably, from enormoes arrivals of cash 
wheat. It¢ad not been anticipated that cash 
wheat receipts in June would average more 
than $00 cars per day, or aggregate more than 
9,000 for the month. There were 5,000 cars re- 
ceived in the first ten days, and it was plain 
that one important caleulation had miscarried. 
Cash wheat absorbed the clique’s money about 
twice as fast as was expected. That there was 
some uneasiness, however, among clique brok- 
ers a week ago was evidenced by their many 
trips to Cincinnati. Green there last 
Thursday, Friday and Saturday: DeWar, 
Kershaw’'s partner, was there last Friday and 
Johnson, of Rosenfeld & Co., was there last 
Saturday and Sunday. On last Monday, June 
13th, if none of the clique orders were bucket 
shopped, they had besides 16,000,000 bushels of 
eash wheat, 21.0n0.000 bushels of unsettled 
June options. Joe Wiltshire got here Satur- 
day and an interview at the hoiel that night 
was held between Kershaw. Green, of Irwin, 
Grecn & Co., Johnson, of Resenfeld & Co., 
Wiltshire and Hoyt. li is denied that there 
were anv sensational deyelopments at thai 
meeting, but Wiltshire is described as being a 
little nervous. He leit at 8:30 for Cincinnati, 
promising that funds would -be wired in the 
morning. Wiltshire now claims that there 
Was no such pressure as Rosenfeld & Co. claim 
on Tuesday morning on the clique’s business, 
bnt that it came from the holding by Rosen- 
feld & Co., of tailer wheat. The = cliques’s 
money came from Cleveland, Philadelphia,

sisted of four $100,000 drafts of the Fidelity 
bank of Philadelphia and a letter of credit for 
$200,000 from the Fidelity bank of Cincinnati. 
The only money ever taken out of town by the 
clique was S250,000 paid over by Rosenfeld & 
Co. to Wiltshire on June Sd, and before Ker- 
shaw had sold that block of 5,000,000 bushels 
of dune wheat. 

Joe Wiltshire, a clique representative, is a 
good looking man of 45 vears. His left eve is 
like Ben Butler’s. For five months Wiltshire 
was in the Libby prison, and was onee drawn 
to be shot. In quietly talking = over his 
troubles ajith his lawyer on Wednesday, he 
said that his forty-eight hours’ experience a 
Chicago, he found, was inecomparably worse 
than anything he suffered in Libby prison. 

H. DPD. Wadhams & Co., have requested all 
parties having trades with them to close them 
out. Robert Lipdbioom this alterneon secured 
an attachment againt. Eg¢gleston, Nershaw’s 
backer, and will use it against the latter’s ac- 
count in the board of trade clearing house. 
Suit was cutered by. Jones. MeCormick &

plaintiffs against C. J. Kershaw & Co. Byron 
J. McCleary commenced an atiachment suit 
against Maurice Rosenfeld for 346,000, 

Litigation over the. remains of the twenty 
suspended coimiissioi fittas goes on, and dep- 
uty sheriffs are seen flying around the board. 
C. B. Eggleston was seen today, and talked 
freely in reference to the suit brought against 
him to make hima general partner of Ker- 
shaw & Co. He said: 

“Tam a special partner in the firm of C. J. 
Kershaw & Co, The only business I 
ever had with Kershaw began about 
when he came to me and wanted me, to carry 
some cash wheat for him. About June Ist he 
eame again, and I carried more cash wheat. 
When the market broke I called on him for 
margins, the same as I would any other house. 
My call was for $4,000, and has never been met. 
I carried cash wheat simply as a banker 
and was paid for it. It is time that [ am trans- 
ferring my propetty to prevent Kershaw from 
attaching it. Do you suppose fam going to 
stand and have my property attached jor Ker- 
shaw’s debts when L aim not responsible? Tf 
don’t kuow any more about his business than 
you do, and not half as mucit as Many men on 
the floor, for I seldom go there. That is all 
there is to it. 

An evening paper says: 

The principals of the late. 
to the extent of $400,000. Their followers and tools 
are losers to fully the same amount. IJtis rouchly 
ealenleted that the collapse in Chicago represents 
about $10,000,000 to all coneerired on the losing side. 
A Cineineati friend of the ercat sharks, when asked 
if they were likely tosave anything out of their ruin, 
replied:

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TRADE TOPICS. 


Weekly Review of Business~—The Chicago 
Failures, Etec. 

New York. June 17.--R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of the trade says: 

It is most encouraging that two of the great specn- 
lations by which legitimate business has for months 
been embarrassed, have come to an end without dis- 
aster to other parties save those who had invited the 
disaster. Arnold & Co., in coffee, and Kershaw & 
Co., in grain, with powerfal combinations behind 
them, have broken with a number of small opera- 
tors, but commerce and finances baye not been seri- 
ously disturbed. For ihe first time since February, 
Chicago was selling wheat for export on Thursday, 
and the market is now gradually adjusting itself to 
natural conditions. Sales of wheat here reached 
43,197,000 bushels, and of coffee 1,272,000 bags. In 
both markets liquidation is progressing with a more 
quiet feeling. 

The iron market is somewhat weakened in tone 
by the breaking of the coke combinations and the 
renewed production of some furnaces which have 
been “banked.”’ Others. however, refuse to pay 
over $1.90 for coke and conferences are awaited. 
Large imports, great supplics of old iron and the 
enrtailment of nail production to less than half ca- 
pacity with an increase sale of southern iron, affect 
northern markets, but prices have not materially 
changed. Sales of 10.000 tons of foreign rails 
to the Southwestern railroad, and 1,500 tons for de- 
livery at Portland, Oregon, are reported. 

The cotton reports for the week are only 68,000 
bales, against 25,000 last year, and crop prospects 
are everywhere reported most favorable for 
several years with 2!5 per ecnt inerease In 
acreage. The vieldis the largest ever known hy 
300,000 bales. : 

A distrust of current prices affects dealin 
in goods to some extent though the demand 1s 
still heavy and strong. Reports from many points, 
though almost uniformly favorably as to trade for 
season and exceedingly hopeful as to future, begin 
to note a stringency of money in seferal directions 
for reasons differing with each locality. 

Business failures occurring throughout the country 
during last week number for the United Stares 195, 
Canada 20, total 213; against 173 last week and 150 
the week previous, The increase noticed this week 
arises, of course, mainly through the wheat excite- 
ment in Chicago. In other sections of the country, 
signs of trouble appear to be lighter than usual.

BURNING OF THE STEAMER CHAMPLAIN

Twenty-five Persons Known to Have Been 
Lost—Others Still Missing—Details 
of the Horrible Disaster. 
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Detrorr, June 17.—A spec‘al from Charle- 
voix says the steamer Champlain, of the 
Northern Michigan line, bound for Cheboygan 
from Chicago, burned at midnight between 
Norwood and Charlevoix, at the mouth of 
Grand Traverse bay. The boat was running 
ten miles an hour, when flames suddenly shet 
up from beneath the engine, driving the eng® 
neer fiom Lis post. With his clothes on fire, 
he ran to the hurricane deck, plunged into a 
tank and then returned to his work, but was 
too late iostop his engine cr connect the hose. 

An alarm was given and the sleeping passen- 
gers aroused, and when life preservers had 
been fastened on all they gathered on the for- 
ward deck. Two life boats and rafis were 
lowered, but the steamer was running so fast 
that they got away in ten minutes from the 
time the boat caught fire. The passengers 
were all compelled to jimnpinto the lake. Mr. 
Stewart informs a Journal correspondent that 
there were fifty-nine persons on board, includ- 
ing the crew.

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ITS EIGHTY-THIRD COMMENCEMENT 


The Annual Exercises of Salem (N. C.) 
Femaie Academy. 


Satem, N. C., June 17.—[Special.)—The 
event of the week, in this and in the adjoin- 
ing city of Winston, was the commencement 
exercises of Salem Female academy. It is 
one of the oldest and age most popular in- 
stitutions of learning in this country, having 
passed its four-seore years. the commence- 
ment just closed being its eighty-third, and 
the most successful and billiant of all. 

The exercises were held in the academy 
chapel, a room seating six hundred people, 
which was handsomely decorated for the 
occasion with statuary pictures, evergreen, 
floral and other ornamental devices.

The exercises of Tuesday evening embraced 
the reading of essays by the graduating class, 
numbering twenty-seven, hailing from states 
as far north as Pennsylvania and as far south 
as the lone star. These essays, twenty in num- 
ber, were arrauged in series of four, each essay 
being limited to tive minutes. 

Wednesday was the grand day, if when ail 
is excellent one may be styled grand. The 
programme was more elaborate, reserving the 
richest for the last of the feast. It consisted 
of several addresses by members of the gradu- 
ating class, a charmingly written and patilieéti- 
ically delivered valediciory, alternating with 
choruses, yocal solos and orchestral selections 
of rare excellence followed by. an oration by 
Hon. R. A. Ayers, attorney general of the 
state of Virginia, upon whom was conferred 
the honor of presenting the. diplomas to the 
graduates.

PARNELLITES DO NOT WAIT A DIVISION 


— 


The Coercion Bill Passes Through the Com- 
mittee Stage—Preparations for 
the Queen's Jubilee.

Lonpon, June 17.—When debate was re- 
sumed on the crimes bill this evening, Henry 
Fowler, liberal, moved an amendment requir- 
ing that before the enforcement of the clause, 
(which deals with proclaiming of dangerous 
associations), the consent of both houses of 
parliament be obtained. This, he said, was 


the most dangerous clause of the bill and- 
ought to be resisted to the utmost. 


If there 
was a national danger demanding such ex- 
eeptional authority, parliament might be trust- 
ed to confer the necessary power. 

Mr. Balfour, chief secretary of Ireland, op- 
posed the amendment, saying that it would 
only lead to a waste of time in parliament. 

Mr. Fowler’s amendment was rejected—253 
to 171. 

Several more amendments having been dis- 
posed of, the chairman put the question wheth- 
er the clause should stand a part of the bill. 

Sir Chas. Russell rose and entreated the 
house to consider gravely the objectionable 
character of the clause. 

W hile-he was speaking the hour of ten ar- 
rived. The ministerial benches rapidly filled, 
members pouring in from the lobbies. The 
Parnellites simultaneously arose and left the 
house, the chairman twice calling upon them 
to resume their seats. 

Amid great confusion a division was ordered 
and the clause was adopted by a vote of 251 to 
11. 

The Parnellites returned after the vote, but 
the division having been declared, immediate- 
ly arose in a body and withdrew amid conser- 
vative cheers and laughter. 

The remaining clauses were then put and 
carried without comment and the bill passed 
the committee stage, the conservatives again 
cheering. 3 

The report stage of the billis fixed for the 
27th instant. 

Hugh O’Donnell, ex-vice-president of the 
home rule confederation, writing a letter to the 
London Times from Cologne to correct what 
he calls that paper’s mistatements respecting 
the alleged connection of Parnellism with Trish 
crimes generally, and particularly itis charged 
that the Parnellites were guilty of complicity 
in crimes committed by Frank Byrne. Mr. 
O’ Donnell declares that Byrne did not owe his 
position in the land league to any relationship 
he may have had with any of the Parnellites, 
but that he inherited that position from the 
home rule confederation. of which he was a 
member, and he was aspecial favorite with 
Dr. Butt, then Irish leader, and in fact of all 
nrembers of the house of commons with whom 
he came in contact. 

“His participation,’’ the letter goes on, ‘ in 
the assassination conspiracy, was cowardly 
treason to the honorable members of the con- 
stitntional organization whose confidence he 
misused, and whose policy he endangered. I 
believe that his fall was only another instance 
of the consequences of joining a secret society 
—that curse of modern politics.”’ 
~ The Timés, commenting on the letter, ac- 
cused Mr. O'Donnell of evading. importont. 
points of its chaxges, and says: 

If Mr. Parnell supplied Byrne with money to 
leave the country, -the significance ofsnuch action 
cannot be obscured by any casnistie subtictics. 

After the decision the Gladstonians tetunred 
to hear the result and then left the house alto- 
gether. A majority having paired for the re- 
mainder of the evening, not a single Parnell- 
ite voted. .All left the precincts of the house 
immediately. The unionists voted solidly 
with the government. Asthe unionists were 
the only occupanjs of the opposition bench 
after the division, -Mr. Chamberlin, Lord 
Hartington and Mr. Heanage were sitting 
isolated on the front bench. Many conservya- 
tives crossed to the opposition benches and sat 
down. Major Saunderson was loudly cheered 
ou taking Mr. Healey’s seat.. Quiet was re- 
stored in half an hour. 

A conference was held between the Glad- 
stonians and Parnellites last night, at which 
the course to be pursued relative to the crimes 
bill was decided upon. The more violent of 
the Parnellites agreed to abandon their ob- 
structive course in defernce to Mr. Gladstone’s 
wishes. The Parnellites will move the re- 
mainder of their amendments during the report 
stage of the bill. 
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O'BRIEN AT HOME. 


Great Crowds Meet the Irish Fditor on 
His Return. 

Dupin, June 17.—Mr. O’Brien, editor of 
United Ireland, who arrived at Queenstown to- 
day on the steamer Adriatic from New York, 
received an ovation upon leaving the vessel. 
Scores of deputations from various places in 
Ireland, together with large contingents from 
Cork and Queenstown, were at the dock to 
greet him and escort him to the Queen’s hotel. 
An iminense crowd gathered in, front of the 
building, and Mr. O’Brien, in response to re- 
peated calls for a speech, appeared on the bal- 
cony and briefly addressed them, alluding to 
his American experience and thanking them 
for their cordial reception. Mr. O’Brien, after 
receiving addresses from a deputation this 
afternoon will go to Cork, where be will be 
tendered the freedom of the city. 

Cork, June 17.—Mr. O’ Brien was enthusias- 
tically received on his arrival here this after- 
noon and was presented with the freedom of 
the city. Mr. O’Brien said that the greatest 
danger he had encountered in Canada was not 
at the hands of Orangemen, but at the hands 
of impetuous friends. He feared the occur- 
rence of anything that would compromise 
Messrs. Gladstone or Parnell. As long as the 
‘‘nlan of campaign” flag was flying the Irish 
beyond the Atlantic would extend practical] 
sympathy to Ireland.

LAHORE, June 17.—-It is rumored that tele- 
grams have been received from London order- 
ing the Indian government to §forward troops 
to the Afghan frontier. It is also said orders 
have been issued for the completion of a rail- 
way line to Candahar, and the extension of 
the Pshaurar railway to Jumrood. 

The mutineers of Herat garrison comprised 
one-half of one Ghilseai regiment. They 
aimed to capture the arsenal and nearly suc- 
ceeded. A large portion of the garrison, con- 
sisting of Ghilsais, remains faithful.’

STANLEY'S SHREWDNESS. 
The Explorer Imitates Penn and Purchases 
Large Tracis of Land. 


Lonpon, June 17.—A curious story about 
Henry M. Stanley is told by a friend of the 
explorer, a journalist on one of the London 
dailies. He says that Stanley told him just be- 
fore starting on his last expedition that he ex- 
pected to live to see himself the most exten- 
sive land owner in the world, and one of the 
wealthiest men of his generation. The story 
was that during his explorations of Africa, 
Stanley was struck with the amazing fertility 
of the region, and the superior natural advan- 
tages possessed by many spots for use as-come- 
mercial depots, owing to their situation om 
great rivers and the centers of sections rich in 
valuable producis. 

Firmly believing that not many -years musé 
elapse before adventugus white men would ree 
duce these promising regions to commercial 
settlement, Stanley took advantage of hig 
friendly relations with some of the powerful 
native chiefs to obtain by purchase several of 
the most commanding sites and large tracts of 
the richest territory, which he intends to hold 
by title, trusting to time to make it remunera=- 
tive. When asked if he thought his title 
would be recognized he is regexsee to have de- 

i Jand in Americ 
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grants by aboriginal chiefs to the first white 
settlers. He had taken the precaution to have 
white witnesses to all his transactions, which 
were verified by written instruments. The 
consideration given was, of course, comparae 
tively triffling. 

Stanley said the number of sites suitable for 
important trading posts on the Congo and its 
chief tributaries is limited, and he thought he 
had secured the best ones. The establishment 
of the Congo state had greatly enhanced the 
prospects of the country, and he expected to 
secure the co-operation of a number of Enge- 
lishmen and Americans of his acquaintance 
in developing certain districts in which he was 
personally mostinterested. Heintimated that 
the real extent of the wealth of the region 
has been purposely concealed from the general 
public by those who were arranging to obtain 
practical control of the country before the tide 
of development should fully set in. There was 
a field there, he declared, for half a dozen de 
velopment syndicates as big as the famoug 
East India company.

The Friends of Lochrane Bring Tribute to 
His Memory—Incidents and Anec- 
dotes of Mis Early Career.

Macon, Ga., June 17.—[Special.]—When

no one dreamed of the sad tidings it contain- 
ed. Mr. J. J. Clay came rushing into Huff’s 
oftice in an excited manner, exclaiming: 

‘“‘Lochrane is dead!”’ 

“Oh, no,” exclaimed Hon. W. A. Huff. “O. 
A. Lochrane is not dead. Don’t tell me so!” 

‘‘Yes, he is dead, for here isa long account 
of itin Tue Constitution.” Then he sat 
down and began to read the touching inci- 
dents connected with the death, and quite a 
crowd gathered around. After hearing it read, 
Mr. Huff came into Tue ConstirurTion office, 
and he and Mr. Clay wrote the following tele- 
gram: 

Macon, Ga., June 17.—Mrs. O. A. Lochrane, At- 
lanta, Ga.: We beg to tender our deepest sympathy 
to you and family at the loss ef your most lovable 

distinguished husband. W. A. Hvrr, 
J. J. CLAY. 

Passing out into the street your correspond- 
ent encountered Judge Lyon. 

“Had you heard Lochrane was dead?” 

“What, Judge Lochrane, of Atlanta?” 

“Yes, sir.”’ 

“How sad, how sad. Another good man 

one.”’ 

Colonel John C. Rutherford was next met 
and in response to the sad information he re- 
marked: 

“Well, he was a great and good man.” 

Major A. O. Bacon seemed thunder struck, 
“What?” said he, “why I just wrote Judge 
Lochrane a letter yesterday. How sad it 1s. 
He was anoble and generous man. I knew 
him well, for he served as judge here years 
ago, and he was greatly beloved by all who 
knew him.” 

“‘One of the most amiable menI ever knew,”’ 
remarked Colonel William Henry Ross. 

Mr. Aicx. Proudfit was grieved and aston- 
ished at the sad intelligence. ‘‘He was a fine 
advocate and a generous man,”’ said he, as he 
turned thoughtfully away. 

In his room at the United States court house 
Judge Emory Speer was busied among his 
papers, having just adjourned court, when the 
reporter entered. After receiving the infor- 
mation, he seemed deeply touched, and ina 
half reminiscent way he began to discourse of 
his friend as he paced the floor. 

“Judge Lochrane,”’he ae one of the 
mott wonderful men ever knew. 
He was peculiarly-remarkable for the versa- 
tility of his taleuts and the ap- 
parent ease with which he ac- 
complished great sueccesses- He was 
like another — distinguished advocate, 
Lord Erskine, in one respect, that up to the 
very moment of entering court to plead an im- 
portant case, he would continually indulge in 
a playfulness of humor and almost boyish 
gaiety of disposition: yet, when he entered 
and his cause was sounded, he stood forth fully 
armed and ready to meet and overthrow the 
most redoubtable men of the bar. 

“He was gifted,not only as an advocate, but 
witha faculiy of impaiting a charm tothe 
discussion of legal questions that 1 have never 
seen surpassed. 

‘“Uptoa very short time ago he was gifted 
with the most wonderful physical power. He 
Was an exceedingly true friend. 

‘The tirst time lever heard him speak was 
when I was a mere boy, in 1864. I heard bim 
deliver the literary address at Wesleyan Fe- 
male college. It was the first address of the 
kind I ever heard, and I remember to this day 
the deep pleasure it gave me. 

“T have always thought that he belonged to 
that class of Irish gentlemen® from which 
sprang Curran, Grattan, O’Connell, Shields 
and men of that class; and under the same 
circumstances that surrounded those great 


mames, and with the same thoroughness of 
slacsieonledueantiONn TNAT tmey nad, ne would 


have been the peer of any of them. 

“Hie preserved{through life the most elevated 
attachment to those who had befriended him, 
and in one of our last conversations he mani- 
fested this bythe mannerin which he spoke 
of Senator Brown, to whom, when governor of 
the state, he owed his first judicial appoint- 
ment. 

“Judge Lochrane gave a national reputation 
to the Georgia bar, when counse! for the Puil- 
man Car company. As chief justice of the su- 
preme court of the state, his decisions were 
marked by profound erudition and command- 
ing mastery of the subjects involved, and in 
style they are singularly lucid and instruc- 
tive. : 

“His varied and commanding talents, his 
kindly nature and his charming qualities as a 
man will make his memory one of the most 
cherished and precious of a bar whose tradi- 
tions perpetuate many glorious names, 

**T would like to lay my little chaplet on his 
grave, for he was ever kind to me. 

“He was my friend.”’ 

Many other encomiums were expressed 
among the many friends of Judge Lochrane. 
Not only members of the bar, but people of 
every proiession unite in expressing their sor- 
row at the death of this man. 

Colonel R. 8S. Lanier spoke of himas a 
cherished and life long friend, and spoke feel- 
ingly of their last meeting, whieh occurred 
two years azo, 

The reporter asked Hon. R. W. Patterson 
what he thought of the saddeath. He re- 
plied: ‘‘In the presence of his dead body elo- 
quence should be dumb and humor should shed 
a tear.’’ 

A strange coinciderfce was related by Captain 
Frank Hervey, who was walking through the 
ceinctery yesterday, and attracted by the odd 
monument crected to the memory of H. G. 
Lamar, he strolled inside the enclosure and 
there, inashady nook, he discovered a head- 
stone on which was inscribed, ‘‘Frances, wife 
of 0. A. Lochrance.’’ There in the quiet pre- 
cincts of Rose Hill, sleeps the wife of his 
youth.

Connor's Case Continued—A Retail Cigar 
Peddler.

Ths Slaughter of Emma Lewis by Fred 
Morgan—Lillie Grigden Killed by Leg- 
get-—Smith’s Murder of Baker.

Saying this, the doomed man fell back upon 
his palict of blankets and seemed completely 
exhausted, cold drops of perspiration collecting 
and rolling trem his forehead. In a moment 
he uttered:

It was the most intense picture of agony that 
it has ever been my lot to behold. With an 
effort and with quivering lips, he said: 

THANKS TO GORDON. 

“Governor Gordon has done a good part by 
me. tic snatched mefrom the very shadow of 
death, and from the brink of hell, when de- 
mons and devils were reaching out their 
brawny arms and claws to drag me down— 
down—down.”’ 

By the time he had uttered the last “down,” 
the doomed man was on his feet, his hands 
eluiched and every muscle strained to its 
greatest tension, moved backward until he 
struck the wall of his cell, and then he stood 
with a wild, glaring stare, his hair almost 
Secuing to rise on his head. Slowly the 
doomed man’s muscles began to relax, and he 
made liis way back to his bedof blankets. He 
then said: 

‘Tell Governor Gordon that I die thanking 
him for the short respite that he gave me, 
I would have been already crisped— in 
hell liad it not have been for that merciful 
act. Oh! my God! My Ged, whata tervible 
thing this is.

Here the doomed man broke down again: 
and iis sebs would have brought tears from 
the eyes of a harder man than your corres- 
pondent. Ithen told Smith that I would see 
that Governor Gordon should receive his ines- 
save, and then after a silence that was so in- 
tense that 1 could hear the beating of my own 
heart, the prisoner remarked: } 

“Ti is not so bad to die if'Iwas only pre- 
pared. But to be launched into death without 
ever having given Goda reverential thought, 
or the Christian doctrines a serious considera- 
tion—it makes my head whirl. The oor 
seems to be crawling from under-me. I can- 
not think about it. itis terrible! Terrible!” 

From this the doomed man fell into a sullen 
slupor, and again Jay on his back and fixed 
his eyes en the ceiling with the same intense 
stare 2s when I first tried to rouse him. Thus 
he lay for hour after hour, and nothing T could 


nine o’clock it was the opinion of all the 
guards that it would be as mach as Smith 
could do to live through the night, and it was 
enjoined by physicians to give him stimulants 
in ordcr to keep him from sinking under ner- 
vous prostration. He lay perfectly quiet up 
toabout two o’clock, neither pretending to 
move or to speak, but at that hour the guard 
down stairs heard a gurgling sound as if the 
prisoncr was strangling, and at once gave the 
alarm and had him attended to.

I made the promise, and the prisoner asked 
me to write as he would dictate, and then give 
it to hin for signing in his own hand writing. 
Ithen wrote the following note by his dicta- 
tion, 2nd Sinith took it and signed it in the 
presences of three or four gentlemen. Here is 
&@ true copy of the note: 

“Governor Gordon—Dear Sir: Allow me to thank 
you from the bottom of my heart for the respite you 
80 mercifully granted me. Ihadno hope of being 
saved had i been hanged at that time. I now have 
strong hopes of going to heaven instead of to hell, 
through your kindness. JNO. W. SMITH.” 

The doomed man seemed to have become 
perfectly reconciled to his fate after he had 
Signed ihe above, and returned it to your cor- 
réspondent, and seemed almost as much dis- 

osed io be talkative as he had been since Sun- 

ay to keep silent. 
HIS SHARP EARS. 

“T heard you talking down there in front of 
the jail lust night,’’ said the prisoner, address- 
ing the writer. ‘You told them fellows you 
were not going to write anything for THr Con- 
STITUTION that would injure the character of 
I heard you.” 

The writer expressed surprise, and_ told 
Smith thathe at that time thought himjalmost 
dead. 

“Well,” said the doomed man, “I was al- 
most dead, but I heard you, and I heard every 
move that was made here last night, but 1 am 
betier this morning, thank God.” 

“Were you ever a professor of religion, Mr. 
Smith?’ I asked. . 

“Yes ;’’ said the prisoner, “I was once a 
member of the Baptist church, but I was not 
a Christian.” 

“Would you not like to have a minister come 
and pray with you?” Lasked. — 

' “Yes, quickly spoke the prisoner; “yes, I 
Would like much to have a preacher come and 
pray with me. I tell you a man wantsa 
reacher at such a time as this worse than he 
does 2 doctor when sick.” 
' The sheriff, Mr. Lipscomb, told him that he 
Would sce to it that a minister should be had 
right away. 

“TI want a Methodist, though. I like the 
Methodists best now,’ said the doomed man. 

Sheriff Lipscomb at once sent for the Rey. 
Sanford Leak, who soon respended. In the 
Meantime the prisoner went on and returned 
again to the subject of his enemies, remarking: 


' “Ihave a great many enemies in Franklin. 


Why it is I do not know, but I’ve got ticm 
here, ond they have dotie everything against 
me that they were able to do. They may get 
mad with the preacher for coming up here to 
pay with me. They get mad with my lawyers 
or trying to save my life, and I guess they'll 


get mad with the preacher for trying.to saye 


my soul.’’ .

Do you intend not to print what I may say 
of these false witnesses,-as I heard you say you 
intended last night?” 

The writer expressed surprise at his hearing 
what he had said. 

“Well,” continued Smith, puffing the smoke 
from his cigar, ‘“‘you say I am mistaken about 
this thing, when right now these enemies of 
mine areas madas theycan be with Tur 
CoNsTITuTION for publishing my letter.’’ 

I told him that he reed not worry himself 
over that; Tar Constitution could take care 
of itself. 

“Yes, I know it can,’’ said the prisoner, “but 
I want to send them a note too, just as I haye 
for Governor Gordon.

JOHN SMITH. 

By this time the Rey. Sanford Leak made 
his appearance, and the writer stepped aside. 
After the minister had retired, the sheriff in- 
formed the prisoner that his brother and 
brother-in-law wished to see him, and here 
was a heartrendering scene. The brothers 
wept together, and prayed together, and the 
sobs and prayers could be heard far beyond the 
confines of the jail. When this scene had 
ended it was time for the preparation to 

GO TO THE GALLOWS. 

Sheriff Lipscomb spared no pains in getting 
the prisoner neatly attired. His hair was cut, 
he was shaved, his shoes blackened and every- 
thing was'done by the ofticer that could be done. 
to please the prisoner in the performance of his 
unpleasant task. The guards were then form- 
ed in open ranks, extending from the jail door 
to the carriage that was to convey the prisoner 
to the place of execution. Then came the 
doomed man with the rope noosed upon his 
neck, the other end grasped by the sheriff's 
hand, and made their way and took their seats 
in the carriage. Then the great crowd swayed 
to and fro, each one striving to get a 
look at the prisoner, jostling the 
guards in their anxiety. The drive 
to the place ofexecution was attended with 
nothing out of the regular order of such affairs, 
and the doomed man was soon seated upon 
the seaffold, surrounded by only officers and 
reporters and the minister. After afew pre- 
liminaries the occupants ef the scaffold settled 
quietly down and there was given time for the 
immense crowd to settle themselves upon the 
side of ihe hill that almost surrounded the 
scaffold. It was estimated by many persons 
that there were all of five thousand anxious 
faces within sight of the place of execution. 

PRAYS FOR THE PRISONER. 

Itev. Sanford Leak then rose from his seat 
on the scaffold, and waving the crowd to be 
silent, proceeded to read a chapter of scripture, 
‘the sixth chapter of St. Luke, The minister 
had theentire attention of the crowd, and 
when he had finished the reading he turned to 
his hymn book and lining off; the following 
hymn, raised the tune, and the whole wovuds 
rang out with the melody: 

And am I only born to die? 
And must I suddenly comply 

With nature's stern decree” 
What after death for me remains, 
Celestial joys or hellish pais, 

To all cternity? 
How then ought-L on earth to live, 
While God prolongs the kind reprieve, 

And props the house of clay? 
My sole concern, my single care,

After the singing. of the hymn the _ sheriff 
arose and announced tothe crowd that the 
prisoner wished tosaya few words and en- 
yoined silence in order that every one might 
hear. Placing a chair on one side of the scaf- 
fold, the dovined man arose andin a low, 
tremulous voice said: 

“Life isshort at best and death is. hard al- 
ways, but to die as I must die today is a horror 
that cannot be describded.’’ 

Here the prisoner broke down and had to be 
seated and givena stimulant which revived 
him quickly, aud he again arose and stood in 
the chair and began: 

“Thave some enemies here. Ican see tho 
faces of some who are my. enemies, but 
I forgive them. Today love every 
human being, and hope to meet you @#l in 
heaven. Ithink I will be in heaven pretty 
soon. Ihave been forgiven my sins. I wasa 
wicked man, but I have prayed earnestly and 
continuously for the last three weeks, and I 
fee] that God has pardoned my sins. I hope to 
meet you in heaven.” 

Here the prisoner had to be given a stimnu- 
lant, after which he vontinued: 

“T want every boy in this crowd to look on 
me. Oh, boys, little boys! [have some young- 
er brothers, God bicss them!’ 

Here the prisoner began tocry, and the tears 
so filled his eyes that he was compelled to stop 
for a moment. 

“T do love my people. I do hate to leave 
them here. J feel that my enemies will im- 
pose upon them, and get themin trouble. And 
there is my poor wife.”’ 

Here the prisoner had to cease speaking 
again, aud apply the handkerchief to his eyes. 

“And my poor old mother.” 

Here the doomed man completely broke 
down, and had to take his seat, whereupon the 
sheriff gaye him more stimulants, after which 
he revived and again stood upon the chair. 

“T know I have enemies—about fifteen or 
twenty. My friends, you must bear with me. 
My ideas get confused. I haven’t been right 
in along time. I haven’t been so in a long 
while that I could read a line in a book, anic 
then go back and tell the first word, but 
want to speak to you.”’ 

At this point a gentleman who had made an 
agreement with the prisoner to print a history 
of his life, the manuscript of which the pris- 
oner had turned over to his brother before 
leaving the jail, came upon the seafiold, and 
stopped the proceeding of the speaker. After 
this gentleman was disposed of, the doomed 
man proceeded, somewhat scattering, until at 
last he fell again upon his enemies. 

“T have enemies, I forgive them. I want to 
say something. I want to speak about the let- 
ter I had printed in THe ATLANTA ConstItu- 
TION. That was the truth. I willsoon be 
dead. In justa little while I will have to 
meet my God, who has given me_ hopes of 
reaching heaven, which hope sustains me here 
today. I could not stand thisif it was not that 
I have prayed, and I will go to heaven. You 
know 1 would not tell you alie now. I tell 
you they swore falsely against me. I must tell 
you; it is my duty to tell you, and to warn you. 
They may do some of you the same way. [have 
never said that I killed Bonner Barker. I say 
that a pistol fired and killed him. I have said 
something about my brother Ans.” 

Here the prisoner began tosob: “Ido love 
my people. God bless them! My poor old 
mother has spent all she had to Keep me from 
being hanged. She hasn’t got a thing now. 
Poor old mother! I guess she’ll be imposed on 
now by that crowd." Here the prisoner be- 
came very weak and, after a great effort to 
collect his thonghts, he eventually sat down,

district of Heard county; a district which is 
said to enjoy the distinction of being one of 
the most lawless spots in the state. Bonner 
Barker, a resident of the neighborhood, had 
for years been an associate of the Smiths and 
the rest of the “gang” “in their lawless- 
ness, but after a time a change came over 
lim and he resolved to reform 
and become agood citizen. As is often the 
case, it was a woman’s influence which 
brought about this change for the better, and 
Barker celebrated his reformation by marry- 
ing a young lady with whom he had fallen in 
love. Barker's resolve to reform bothered his 
associates. They were afraid of him, proba- 
hly because he knew too much, and they 
thought he might “‘peach’’ on them. Fora 
time the evidences of their disapproval were 
confined to ugly looks, and remarks full of re- 
sentment. This state of affairs lasted for sey- 
eral months. 

One evening, shortly before dark, John W. 
Smith, his brother Andrew, and a man named 
King went to Barker’s house. John Smith’s 
companions sat on the side of the road in front 
of the house, while Smith himself went inside 
and asked for Barker. Upon being told by 
Mrs. Barker that her husband was im an ad- 
joining lot feeding his horses, the three men 
went out to find him. Mrs. Barker in her tes- 
timony stated that they had been out there 
but a short time when she heard loud talking 
in the lot and ran out to her husband’s assist- 
ance. 

“John Smith and Andrew Smith both had 
hold of my husband,”’ she testified, “and John 
had a pistol jobbing him in the breast. 
up and caught hold of {the pistol and said, 
‘Lord, have mercy.’ I was still begging him 
to go off when he said Barker had been telling 
so many G— d— lies about him that he was 
going to kill him.’ 7 

Sinith turned upon Mrs. Barker, who was in 
a delicate condition, and cursed her in lan- 
guage of the most despicable and loathsome 
character. Then Smith pushed Barker away 
froin him, and, as the latter turned, shot him 
in the breast.

Barker 
asked for a drink of water, and, after suffering 
tiftcen minutes, died in his wife’s arms.

THE STORY OF THE CRIME. 

On Saturday night of Christmas week Firma 
Lewis, colored, was killed onthe John Ray 
place, about five miles from this place. On 
Lhursday she came from Sun Hill, where she 
had been living for some time, and stayed in 
this place till Safurday evening, when she 
went out with Munk Lamar to John Brinson’s 
That night her sister, John Brinson’s wife, 
tried to get her to go with her to a supper ata 
neighbor's but she declined. Shortly after 
dark she left the house, teling John she would 
be gone a short time. After ashort time he 
heard a shot near by, but thought it was some 
one passing along the road and shooting be- 
cause it was Christmas. In halfan hour he 
went to a honse near by to see if she was there, 
and he wasinformed thatshe had not been 
there. They then began tosearch and soon 
found near Jolin  Brinson’s house and 
by the road a quantity of 
blood and evidences that some one had been 
killed. The body was dragged over a fence, 
and through a cotton field, and then over an- 
other fence into the woods. It was two o’clock 
in the morning before the body was found four 
hundred yards from the house in a big hole 
made by a pine tree that was blown down by a 
eyclone. It was covered over with pine bush- 
es. Coroner Diehl was notified, and Sunday 
morning an inquest was held. In addition to 
the above facts, it was proven that Fred Mor- 
gan had been seen near the place after sun 
down, and that he had a double-barrel gun. 
Emma was the wife of Aaron Lewis, but left 


‘him two years ago, and went to Sun Hill in 


Washington county, and has lived with him 
ever since. It seems that she had come to 
this place, and had agreed to go back to 
Aaron. It is supposed that this is why he 
killed her. 

Coroner Diehl] issued a warrant for his ar- 
rest, and Sheriff Kelley left that night for 
Sunn Hill. Arriving there he found Fred 
Morgan lived with a Mr. Tanner who con- 
ducted him to Morgan’s house. Another man 
was in the house with him. Mr. Tauner did 
all the talking, not letting it be known any 
arrest was to be made, and yet it was over an 
hour before he could get them to open the 
door. When this was done, Mr. Kelley ran in 
and found Morgan lying in bed, the fire hav- 
ing been kindled by Munk Lamar. The first 
thing that metthe sheriff’s eye was a double- 
barrel shotgun standing by Morgan’s bed and 
in reach of his hand. e commanded him to 
be still, and he at once secured the gun. Mr. 
Kelley hired a team and started for home, and 
he reached here Monday morning at nine 
o’clock. Morgan’s track was measured 
and it compared well with the one 
where the killing took place. He stoutly 
denied the crime. That evening he sent for 
two colored friends, and to them he confessed 
the crime, and the con’‘ersation was heard b 
several whites and blacks. He says Mun 
Lamar knew that he intended to kill her, and 
that he came to town for her; that he went 
with him that night; that he helped him to 
put the body over the fence; helped him to 
drag it through the woods, and that he did the 
cutting. He said she had threatened to poison 
him, and that is why he killed her; that when 
she turned from him he shot her. Will not 
admit that her going back to her husband 
made him kill her. Morgan was a tall, well 
built fellow, and weighed about 170. The 
woman weighed about 160. Morgan was raised 
on the Teifair place in this county; is under 
thirty years of age; is considered a bad man.

sisting in its attempt to belittle the exposi- 
tion. We intend by attending to the busi- 
ness we have in hand, and by keeping the 
attractions of the exposition before the peo- 
ple, to hold it beyond the reach of the Tele- 
graph’s malice. We shall find time also to 
give the State Fair the liberal support -and 
advertising it is entitled to. But really the 
Telegraph ought to help us in this latter 
work. 

It may be the Telegraph's mouth is so 
set that it can’t do anything but gnash its 
teeth. Its lips may be so drawn that it 

ust sneer always and never smile, Its na- 
ture so changed that it really prefers gnaw- 
ing a file to munching more reasonable food. 
But if it can get into a healthy and whole- 
some good humor for once, let it adopt our 
sugcestions and devote some of its time to 
building up the State Fair and take a rest 
on its mild but mean abuse of the exposi- 
tion.

and patronized the State Fair as its duty as 
the local paper requires, to reply that it has 
devoted all its time and space to giving more 
or less underhand digs at the Piedmont Ex- 
position. The fair that hopes to thrive by 
the failure of the Piedmont show, is going 
to be left by « tremendous majority. And 
the paper that persists in the attempt to 
commit the State Fair to this: absurd and 
untenable plan, is neither a good friend or 
a safe adviser.

Temperance Legislation in Florida. 

At the recent session of the Florida legis- 
lature Mr. Saxon, of Hernando, introduced 
a bill entitled ‘‘An act to abate intemper- 
ance.’’ 

The bill provided that any person asking 
another to go into a place where liquor was 
kept for sale, intending to cause him to 
drink, or inviting him to drink, should, upon 
conviction, be fined not less than five dollars 
Mor inore than twenty-five dollars for the 
tirst offense; and for the second offense the 
penalty was to be imprisonment in jail for 
not less than five or more than twenty davs, 
with a fine in the discretion of the court. 

The bill was offered in good faith and 
was vigorously pushed. Its defeat came 
about in a singular way. It seems that Mr. 
Parker, of Duval, was opposed to temper- 
ance reform legislation. Knowing that he 
could not defeat the billin a bold fight, he 
proposed an amendment providing that any 
one smelling the cork of a bottle should, 
upon conviction, be fined one dollar. The 
anti-reformers rallied to the support of the 
amendment, and the’ debate degenerated 
into a cross-fire of such ridiculous remarks 
that the bill was lost. 

li by no means follows that Mr. Saxon 
will give up in despair, ile may renew the 
fight at the next session and finally win. 
There is really no good reason why the 
friends of the bili should not adovt the 
amendment offered by Mr. Parker. The 
act of smelling the cork of a bottle is natu- 
rally calculated to irritate and possibly 
tempt a large class of people, and in some 
communities it would lead to a breach of the 
peace. In fact, it occurs to us, after reflec- 
tion, that the cork-smelling business is more 
offensive and demoralizing than the other 
evil aimed at injthejbill. Perhaps the best way 
out of the difficulty in Florida would be to 
p2ss the anti-treating bill in the shape ofa 
general law and then incorporate a local 
option clause in the cork-smelling measure. 
it is now a fundamental principle of legis- 
Jation that the people must be made virtu- 
ous and happy, and with the laws proposed 
‘by Messrs. Saxon and Parker it goes with- 
out saying that the Floridians would pass 
the remainder of their existence in a deliri- 
ous whirl of moral transport.

Let yesterday’s lesson establish in every 
mind and évery heart the fact that murder 
in Georgia is avenged by death, and that he 
who takes man’s life will find his own life 
inexorably demanded by the state. It is the 
certainty of punishment that lessens crime. 
We may hope, therefore, for many years to 
pass before we see three men hung for dif- 
ferent crimes in different parts of the state 
on the same day.

The Original Citizen Who, Made Life Miser- 
able for Many Persons. 

From the San Francisco Examiner. 

“J admit that I am from Bitter Creek,”’ said 
W. F. Robbins at the Russ house yesterday. “Ican't 
help it. I was from there, and now can't very well 
get away for keeps. Besides, why should 1? Iam 
doing very well there and like the place. 

‘But I get a little weary. Everywhere I go when 
i put down my name the fool clerk says: 

“Qh, aha! You're the Bad Man from Bitter Creek, 
are you?’ ea 

“These things make me weary! New to the idiot'e 
clerks and others perhaps, who make the remark, 
but awfully old to me. 

“You say you half supposed this bitter Creek, or 
at least the Bad Man part of it, tobe hypothetical’ 
Not a bit of it. Consult yourmap. You'll find one 
Bitter Creek in Wyoming, two in Arizona, one and 
possibly two in Utah, one in Montana and one in 
California. Almost all are small streamsor they 
would be called rivers as you May stippose. 

“Well, the genuine and historie stream is in 
southwestern Montana, and that’s where I hail from, 
The ereck is 110 miles long and empties into the 
Clark’s Fork of the Columbia. 

‘The bad men was a fellow named Jim Yount, 2 
exceedingly rocky individual, who who came there 
in very early times from Tennessee. Nobody knew 
the exact date, for he was ahead of most everybody 
else. He was none of your ‘mild mannered’ sori of 
men, as Slade was represented to be. Originally in 
Tennessee, I suppose he was a Knob-hiller, and as 
he grew older he rapidly grew worse. 

“Upon my word, he was rhe most vicious, vidic- 
tive man that I ever heard of. He fairly carned 
the title. We heard he was a murderer in Tennes- 
see of three boys, playmates in school whom he 
didn’t like. Hesloped to Missouri and knifed an 
old gentleman in whose employ he was because the 
old man-insisted on his getting up at seven o’clock 

n the morning. 

“Fe blazed his way in this manner pretty effectu- 
aliy ro the west. One of his first deeds, which the 
pioneers of Montana recollect, was the shooting off 
of both ears of a bullwhacker by Jim. 

“Jim saw him driving along, and remarked to a 
friend that he thought he could make a center shot 
on the teamster’s bie ear. The friend doubted it, 
and he let hergo. He struck the auditing appar- 
atus plum in the middie. Before the teamster 
could clap his hand on the shot ear, whack wenta 
ball through the other one. 

‘The bad man then asked the bullwhacker if he 
didn’t want him to present him with a couple of 
earbobs, since he had such nice round holes to put 
them in. 

“His next deed was to burn a school house, some 
twenty miles away. He claimed the children made 
faces at him as he wes going along one day, and 
he’d be hanged if he’d have such kids to grow up to 
know any more than he did. 

“In a dispute with two confederates about some 
stolen horses in ’60, a year after this school house 
affair, he killed both of them, took all the stock and 
gobbled their money. He didn’t even bury the fel- 
lows, but left their bodies lying only fifty yards or 
so from the corral. 

‘‘But his best hold was in the saloons. He’d drink 
a barrel of whisky every few days—no soft drinks 
for him—whisky every time. He had a bleared, 
blotched face that looked lime a chromo, and his 
oaths and language in general was something 
frightful to hear. 

“T don’t recollect a crime in those early days that 
he didn’t commit. He held up stages, stole bullion 
and robbed mails with impunity. Nobody molested 
him. Everybody feigned not to know who did it, 
and everybody went around cringingly asking Jin, 
as they patted him on the back, to take a drink. 
Quite often he’d get mad at this even, and tell them 
to have a care how they came slobbering around 
him or he’d shoot the tops of their heads off. 

‘Jim played many brilliant engagements of this 
sort around Virginia City, in Montana, Boulder City 
and other places. His Bitter Creek ranch was only 
a rendzyous for him, a sort of central or pivotai 
point, where he and fellow thieves rounded up 
their stolen horses and cattle. 

‘Jim ran along for several years in this way, cut- 
ting, shooting and killing until he boasted himself 
that two graveyards wouldn’t hold the people that 
he had laid away. 

‘In 1867, however, Jim made one trip too often to 
Helena. He had made his record over there. But 
the rich placers had drawn a host of bad men there, 
and one night when Jim drew his artillery on Tom 
Best’s gambling-dive and began to lay on right and 
left he gdt a ball in his heart that forever fixed him. 

“Of the crowd, though, he killed four first and 
maimed for life three or four more. He was buried 
out in the foothills near Heiena, and for a long time 
and until it rotted away, a plain pine board marked 
his grave and bore the inscription: 
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THE BAD MAN FROM BITTER CREEK. : 


“T think Jim was about forty years old when he 
was roundedin. It was a glad day for Bitter Creek 
and a joyful one for Helena, which for a long time 
boasted that it had tucked our bad man away under 
the daisies. 

“Now, you might think that our region is full of 
such citizens as Jim, butitisnotso. We are now, 
at least, a“quiet, peaceable community, devoted to 
ranching and agriculture. It would do you good to 
Visit Bitter Creek.” rn

These special cins are costly, and arg 
not numerous, therefore it is usual] in country 
places to buy sea island cotton in the seed and 
ship it tosome place where it can be ginned? 
The process of ginning is slow, one bag 3 day 
being about the capacity of an ordinary gin, 
The machine is called a ‘roller gin,’ and ig 
manufactured only in England and Conneetis 
cut. ‘The seed are pulled out—not cut out.” 

‘What does it cost to gin a bale?” , 

“The ginner will gin the bale for the seed. 
The seed are very valuable. They are round 
almost, and black as tar. They contain more 
oil than ordinary cotton seed; the hull encas- 
ing the sced is very hard, and a bushel is wortht 
considerably more than a bushel of common 
seed. ‘There are only two cotton mills in the 
United States where theseed are manipulated, 
one in Brooklyn, New York, the other at Made 
ison, Florida. The bulk of the seed go to 
England, where the oil is extracted. It ig 
used in making finer grades of toilet S0aps, 
and is also largely consumed under the name 
of ‘olive oil.’ When treated to a thorough 
process of refinement it cannot be ae . 
ed from pure olive oil, and those claiming 
know pretend that for all purposes it ig just ag 
good, and really possesses some properties @live 
oil has not, and therefore is better. Anyhow, 
it is first-rate oil, and brings a good price. 

“A ton of cotton seed of the sea island 


Where it has to be sent a long distance to mill, 
as it does in Georgia and Carolina, it is not 
worth as much as it will bring, in the neigh 
borhood of Madison. As a fertilizer it is more 
valuable, containing more ammonia and 
phosphorie acid.” 

‘*‘Where is the most sea island cotton proe 
duced ?”’ 

‘*Valdosta is the largest market in Georgia, 
Blackshear, perhaps, coming next.

would injure the fibre. The care that must 
be exercised in gathering the crop makes the 
work of the laborer slow, and consequently he 
must be paid more per pound than for ordinary 
cotton. Right here is the only difference that 
amounts to anything in the cultivation of thé 
two varieties. Perhaps, this little additional 
cost of picking is made up when the process of 
packing takes place. No ties are placed about 
sea island cotton, the bagging drawn about the 
bale closely, and secured by cord or stout 
twine.”

The Mother Superior of the Ursuline Nuns 
Fixes the Responsibility. 


CotumBIA, S. C., June 17.—The nuns of the 
Ursuline convent have moved into the famous 
and historical Hampton-Preston mansion, hay- 
ing purchased it for $27,000, 

This mansion Wes given to them to occ upy 
twenty-two years ago, under the fellowing cir- 
cumstances, related by the aged othmer super- 
for: “On the morning of February 18, 1865, 
when General Sherman saw the U rsuline nuns 
and their crowd of students standing mn St. 
Peter’s church yard, their cony ent burning 
and themselves without feod or shelter, he dia. 
mounted and approached with a bri: cht, cheer- 
ing manner, extended his hand and said: 

“Oh, sister, these are times in which to prac- 
tice © hristian foertitude.”’ 

“You have made them so, general,’ 
the mother superior cheerfully. 

“Tam sorry, truly sorry, that your convent 
is burned,”’ said the general. 

A brief interview followed, during which 
General Sherman offered in the kindest man- 
ner to give the Ursuline nuns any unoccupie d 
house in the city which they might choose fou 
aconvent, and astrong guard of protection. 
General Sherman then de puted General Chas. 
Erving, (son of Senator Thomas Erving, of 
Ohio,) to contribute in whatever w ay he 
could to the comfort of the sisters. Th Ley 
were then taken to a confederate hospital, but 
it was already crowded, and Gener al E rving 
advised the mother superior to accept General 
Sherman's offer and choose a convent. She 
replied: 

“Yes, we have thought of asking for Gen- 
eral Presto n’s mansion, whichis ve ry large.’ 

“Is that where General Logan has his head- 
quarters?” asked General Erving. 

*“Yes,’’ was the reply. 

“That is ordered to be burned tomorrow 
morning, after we leave; but if you will take 
it for a convent, I will speak to the general 

and the order will be countermanded.’ 

The nuns found a temporary shelter for the 
night, and at an early hour in the morning 
they were informed by an oflticer that the or- 
ders were to fire the Preston mansion, unless 
they were in actual possession. The mother 
superior and a number of sisters hastened to 
the mansion to find fires already lighted in the 

rard, and fire balls scattered in the house to 
he third floor, but upon their entering the 
fires were extinguis shed, and they were le oft in 
session of one of ihe only houses left stand- 
ing in the city. . After the war they gave it up 
to General Preston.

REVENUE REFORM, 


An Interview With Hon. samy 
J. Randall. 


—— 


THE QUESTION OF TARIFFIN oe SOUTH 


He Sees No Necessity for an Extra Ses- 
sion of Congress—linancial Legislation 
Weuld Affect Businces. 


ee 


WASHINGTON, Juve 17.—The Philadelphia 
Times prints the follow: ins interesting inter- 
view with Mr Randall: “It strikes me that 
on a question so excecdingly simple as that of 

reducing redundant revenves there could be 
no controversy. I have always held, and 
tlonow, that the sentime nt of a large ma- 
jority of the heed sc, irrespective of par- 
ties, is favorable to a repe al of the duty on 
iobagco.. Now, if .it is simply reduction of 
revenue we want, repeal that tax anil we go a 
long way in that dire ction without hurting any- 
body. That was a war tax and is paid 
at home. Its repeal brings us a_ step 
back to the long tried, “successful and 
economical methods of raising revenues to meet 
the necessities of the government. it injures 
no interest of home industry asagainsi foreign. 
lt lessens the hurdens of the home growers 
and 
tion with foreign tobacco. The repeal of the 
tbaceo tax is a practical and short way to rev- 
reduct ion. If thatis what is wanted, 
then that is the way io get it. 

“If it issomething else that is wanted besides 
reducing the surpius, then the people will un- 
dersiand that the object is not to relieve them, 
but to.dista ‘b the gratifying economic condi- 
tions which have given the people presperity 
and labor lucrative employment.” 

‘There seems to be no question of an effort 
to revise the tariff? 

“Tt has that appearance. 
about that is, that the sentiment ageinst any 
serious interference with the tariff is very 
stroong. The thin guise of revenue reduction 
would not excuse auy attempt at radical el- 
forts in that direction. The experience.of 
the country ever since we have had tariff 
legislation has demonstrated that reduction of 
duties as a rule has imereased instead of 
diminished the revenue from such sources; 
therefore on the question of solely cutting off 
the revenue there seems to be only two 
metnods, either to raise the duty so high on 
articles as to make it prohibitory, or to place 
articles on the free list. There is no getting 
away from the practical features of the ques- 
tion, to the effect that there is no middle 
ground, 

‘Whether congress would be willing to adapt 
either expedient is doubtful, as there ts no rea- 
son for inereasing duties, as our people, on 
everything except two or three articles, are 
satisfied with rates as they are, and as fer put- 
ting any of the staple — of use in the 

country on the free list, that would be a dan- 

gerous experiment cith oe economically or po- 
litic ally. 

‘‘ Another feature of the question must strike 
any one familiar Ww ith current movements in 
trade and industrial development -as presenting 
a note of warning, and that is, the rapid 
change of front on the question 
of the tariff in the south. It looks just now as 
if any radical interference in that direction 
would be like taking hold of the hot end of a 
poker. Onthe very matter of the free list, 
taken in connection with the earncst talk 
among some of our friends about free raw ma- 
terial, the recent developments in iron ore 
produc tion in Alabaindé, Tennessee, Georgia, 
West Virginia and Virginia, makes it a very 
dangerous thing to be experimenting in that 
direction. It looks to meas if this would be 
the time to move very cautiously and stop tin- 
kering.”’ 

“What do you think of an extra session ?” 

“T can see no necessity for one on the ground 
of revenue legislation and deficiencies. If the 
secretary of the treasury will ant ic ‘ipate inter- 
est or purchase bonds in the market, which he 
has aright to do, he can very easily bridge 
over the time between now and December. 
We see thathe can pay out $50,000,000 for 
anticipated interest alone. Now as he 
has provided for the surplus 
up to July Ist, five months would carry 

;to the regular December session; the aceu- 
alaiites 4 in that time would not not exceed 
$40,000,000 on the basis of the secretary’s 
estimate of an excess of 100,000,000 of 
revenue. As matters now stand, witn con- 
eress meets the tobacco tax cou ld be repealed 
on short notice if not interfered with by re- 
sort to parliamentary obstruction thrown in 
its way by its opponents. That would ease 
things until other matters could be reached. 

“Om the plea of deficiencies in the funds for 
the couris, trials of criminals and so on, that 
is simply a pretext for an extra session. Af- 
ter the first of July the courts will have all 
the funds they need, and up to that time they 
can prepare certificates of indebtedness as 
they have done. before. That would be no rea- 
son atall. Allie an say is that for myself I 
think the most prud ent course is one of con- 
servatism. Any attempt at tariff or financial 
legislation which would disturb the 
present highly satisfactory state of 
trade, industry, and business might 
throw a damper upon these very satis- 
factory conditions ; then where would we be ? 
The people in these di LYS, reason these thing 
for themselves. The ties of party fe alty 
among the masses are not as strong as they 
used tobe. The people vote first upon their 
interests. Their convictions are practically 
based upon that alone. I think this is no 
time for — legislation on questions 
of public economy, and particularly in the 
face of a national election a year off, when the 

effects might strike us at an inopportune 
time.’

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THE CHICAGO MARKET. 
Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Produce. 

Special to The Constitution. 

CHICAGO, June 17—A quiet feeling prevailed 
during most of the morning session. Operators 
were still somewhat reluctant about making new 
speculative trades and most of the business was in 
the way of settling or transferring the old business. 

An active shipper’s demand existed, orders com- 
ing in from various points. Some large purchases 
of cash were made, though there was some inclina- 
tion to keep it quict. Receipts continue quite large, 
but to a considerable extent comprise loadings be- 
fore the break oecurred in the prices here. July 
wheat opened at 73°%4c, declined to 73 to 73\xc at 
which figure it remained pretty firm unt] about 
noon when the failure of H. P. Wadhours & Co. was 
announced. The firm had a good many trades 
open, probably 200,000 bushels, or 300,000 bushels a 
side and when the stubb came on the market it 
broke the prices and made the market weak for the 
rest of the forenoon. July declined to 72¢ and dur- 
ing the balance of the morning session did not get 
above 7284c. Much the same conditions prevailed 
in the market for June wheat as well as July wheat. 
It opened at 72c but declined to 70%¢c, when the 
break in July occurred, Prices were a trifle firmer 
in the aflernoon session and July closed at 72%4c 
and June at 7ic. The first time in the history of 
the road the Rock Island railroad company today 
demanded a cash deposit to cover all freight charges 
on grain shipments. The road’s action caused quite 
a stir among shippers. 

Corn ruled rather quiet during most of the day, 
though at times these was moderate trading. The 
feeling early in the day was quite firm and under a 
commission men recovering, a 
good many buying orders on country account, and 
there being a better demand from local speculators, 
July opened at 37!c and sold down to 367{c, and 
closed at 37%¢¢. 

There was only a slight speculative movement in 
oats, for the market failed to attract many specula- 
tors, 

A quiet and rather easier feeling prevailed in pro- 
visions, and lower prices were accepted. Offerings 
were somewhat larger on behalf outside parties, who 
desired to realize at the recent advance, while the 
demand was limited from all sources, The under- 
tone to the market indicated weakness with little 
inclination to make speculative transactions, Trad- 
ing was chiefly in contracts for July and August de- 
livery. July short ribs opened at 7.47% and closed 
at 7.3214, the lowest figure of the day. July lard 
opened at 6.52% and closed at 6.42%, also the lowest 
figures of the day.

MANY SYMPATHIZING FRIENDS CALL. 


The Son’s Return and How He Received the

Tur CONSTITUTION never carried a sadder 
gurprise and shock to its Atlanta readers than 
when it told yesterday morning the story of 
Judge Lochrane’s death. 

A few short hours before and half the city 
had, perhaps, seen him in all the enjoyment of 
apparent good health. The fact that he had 
been ailing for some months was not generally 
known, and the public generally accustomed 
at all times to the pallor of his’ face, did not 
notice of late the deathlike whiteness that fre- 

atly came over it. 

The midnight and mourning hours were 
slept away. They were as if they had never 
een to many people, and the interim between 
their falling to sleep and the awakening on the 
morrow Was the inappreciable interval contain- 
ed in the gentle change from sleep to wakeful- 
ness. It wesassudden as that change, the 
death of the ex-chief justice. 

All yesterday it, was the: talk of ‘every 
pour. it was not confined to mansion 
or justice seat, but it was talked 
of in the busy work shops, in the rooms where 
the spindle and the loom never cease to re- 
volve, for every one knew of the genial, lova- 
ble, companionable man, who from a_ poor 
drug clerk over in Athens had come to be 
high in the councils of the mighty, All had 
words of kindness for the dead, sorrow for 
those whom he so suddenly bereaved, and the 
many who had in their trouble and tribulation 
felt the soft hand of the Kind judge, went out 
yesterday to his late home on Peachtree, and 
stood for a moment silently by his coffin. 

“When you can weep over a man,’’ said an 
old citizen yesterday, “you can put it down 
that a good man has fallen.’’ 

Many a man shed tears whenhe read of 
Judge Lochrane’s death. 

° THE SON’S RETURN. 

When Elgin Lochrane, his wife and child, 
reached Atlanta yesterday morning, they 
were met by Mr. Albert Thornton, who gave 
them the first news of the sad event. Mr. 
Thornton, as delicately as he could, broke tie 
tidings to the son. ‘The shock was painful to 
Witness. Elgin was the idol of his father, and 
in turn, he idolized’ his sire. The father and 
son had been on terms of unreserved intimacy. 
They were more like companions than 
father and son. When Elgin left 
home his father was in comparatively 
good health. He had no apprehension 
whatever that the malady would take so sud- 
den and fatal a turn. He was wholly un- 
nerved and it was well nigh impossible for 
him to bear up ander the fearful ordeal. <As 
soon as he reached home he was met by his 
mother, whose wails of anguish were painful 
tohear. Then he hastened to the apartment 
in which lay the dead body of his father. 

SCORES OF SYMPATHIZERS. 

From é¢arly in the morning until Jate last 
night, throngs of friends of the dead jurist and 
his sorrowing wife called to express their gricf 
and offer their condolence. The house was 
filled all day with syimpathizing friends. Dur- 
ing the day many telegrams were received 
from friends of the family, and telegraphic in- 

uidics regarding the time of the funeral came 

rom various parts of the state. 
THE COURTS TAKE ACTION. 

Shortiy after the meeting of the superior 
court yesterday morning Judge Lochrane’s 
death was brought olficially to the notice of 
the bench and bar. Captam Harry Jackson 
mace the announcement, very briefly, but 
feelingly, and he immediately moved that the 
eourt adjourn out of respect for the deceased. 
He also moved that the court appoint a com- 
miitee to draft appropriate resolutions and 

repare a suitablememorial. Colonel Thomas 

. Westmoreland seconded the motion, and 
made a few touching remarks regarding 
the propriety of such action. The motion 
being adopted, Judge Marshall J. Clarke or- 
dered an adjournment for the day, stating 
that he would name the members of the com- 
mittee today. Mr. A. C. King suggested that 
it would be proper forthe court to designate 
several members of the bar to confer with the 
family of the deceased concerning the ar- 
rangements for the funeral services. The 
court thereupon named Colonel B. F. Abbott, 
J.J. Spaiding aud A. C. King. 

In the city court Mr. W. R. Brown brought 
to the notice of Judge Van Eppsj the death of 
Judge Lochrane, and suggested that it would 
be proper for the court to take action thereon. 
He moved that as a mark of respect toward 
the lamented jurist, the court adjourn for the 
day.@Captain John Milledge amended the sug- 
gestion and imade a few remarks in seconding 
it. Judge Van Epps then ordered an adjourn- 
ment. 

THE FUNERAL. 

Arrangements for the funeral have been 

reed upon. It will take place at the First 

aptist church, tomorrow morning, at 10 
o'clock. Dr. J. B. Hawthorne, one of the 
closest friends of the deceased, will conduct 
the services, assisted by several other clergy- 
men of the city.

Rated.

v. W Tillman, Rev. C. O. Jones, 
W.E. Day, James Short, Steve Jones, Nick 
Holmes, Gillam McDonald and Albert Watts, 
Called upon the Hon. W. A. Hemphill, the 
Vice-president of the board of education, and 
Presented a petition setting forth their views 
upon the subject, and asking that colored 
teachers be appointed for Summer Hill school. 
It will be remembered that the Moran resolu- 
tion was to the effect that if a sufficient num- 


ber of colored applicants, educated in southern 
f institutions, should present themselves, and if 
* proved competent, they should have the prefer. 


ence over whites in the selection of teachers for 
the Summer Hil) school.

Everywhere the news 
was theard, it formed the topic of cen- 
versation, and the expressions of regret and 
sorrow were universal. 

Just how the rumor originated could not be 
ascertained, though it was stated that the news 
of the distinguished jurist’s death was con- 
tained in a telegram received by Judge Bleck- 
ley. This was denied by the chief justice. In- 
quiry at the telegraph offiee elicited the fact 
that a telegiam announcing Judge Hall’sdeath 
had passed over the wire, but nothing further 
in regard to it conld be ascertained. 

During the afternoon many people inquired 
at the various sources of news for information 
concerning the matter. The report of his death 
was generally believed, notwithstanding the 
fact that soon became known, that telegrams 
had been received from Mt. Airy as late as 2 
o’clock, saying Judge Hall was better, though 
still in a very critical condition, and the rumor 
placed his death at tl in the’forenoon. Many 
telegrams were sent to Mt: Airy requesting in- 
formation, and as the answers began to. come 
in, the report became gradually corrected. 

The late afternoon train from Macon brought 
Mr. Joseph Hall, a son of the judge, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Nelson Tift, Jr., of Albany. Mrs. 
Tift was a Miss Hall, and she was on her way 
to the bedside of her father. - The son, daugh- 
ter, and son-in-law left on the Air-Line road 
immediately upon their arrival, and reached 
Mt. Airy about 10 o’clock last night. 

The Macon correspondent of THe Constrrrv- 
TION sent the following telegram: 

Macon, June 17.—-Mr. Joe Hail, son of Judge Sam 
Hall, whose reported illness appears in today’s Con- 
STITUTION, said this‘morning that he thought that 
his father was not very dangerously ill. He hoped 
it was only a temporery trouble, the result of over- 
work. Mr. and Mrs. Tiit, of Albany, passed through 
the city this morning on their way to Mt. Airy to 
visit Judve Hall, who is Mrs. Tift’s father. Mrs. 
Tift was considerably worried over the news con- 
veyed her by teleg raph last night, but was reassured 
by heribrother’s more hopeful consideration. 

Last night Tne Constirutrion telegraphed 
its correspondent at Mt. Airy for the latest re- 
The reply 
shows the dangerous nature of the attack, but 
conveys hope in the statement that the judge 


| has regained consciousness. The telegram reads 


as follows: 
Mr. Arry, June 17.—Judge Samuel Hall is better 


| tonight. At 9 o’clock he is resting well, and under 


the constant watchfulness of his physician, Dr. 
Rodgers. He has regained consciousness. His 
brain is again clear, though his condition is yet crit- 
ical. 

That his condition is regarded by the family 
as very critical is manifested by the various 
telegrams summoning the children to his bed- 
side. Even the son in far-off California has 
been told of the fatal attack, and perhaps is 
now speeding across the continent to his father’s 
sick bed at Mt. Airy. 

The people of Atlanta and the whole state 
await with anxiety the news from Mt. Airy.

COURT AND CAPITOL. 


What Was Done in the Depart- 
ments Yesterday. 


GOV. GORDON PARDONS TWO CONVICTS. 


A Liquor Dealer Fined $300 in the City Court 
and a Number of Additions Made to 
the Various Convict Camps. 


There was not much business done at the 
capitol yesterday. A little breeze was created 
by the news that Malone, a convict, was seen 
walking upon the streets of the city. Colonel 
Towers immediately notified the lessees to take 
the man back to camp, and report by what au- 
thority he had been permitted to come to the 
city. A good day’s work was done in the city 
court, Judge Van Epps fining a liquor dealer 
$500 for violating the prohibition law, and also 
sending a number to the penitentiary for vari- 
ous offenses. 

The Governor and His Cabinet. 

THE GOVERNOR had a very quicit day yester- 
day, but little important business demanding 
his attention. A large number of letters were 
received, but as their contents were of a confi- 
dential nature no news items were given the 
press. In the morning the goyernor gave a 
hearing to Mr. W. M. Sims, of Washington, 
Ga., one of the applicants for the vacant 
county judgeship from Wilkes county. Mr. 
Sims arrived day before yesterday from Texas, 
where he has been for some time, and called 
upou the executive before leaving for home. 
The governor has given no intimation at all of 
what will be done in the matter, and it is not 
known whether the seat wiil be filled before or 
during the session of the legislature. 

THE GOVERNOR issued two requisitions yes- 
terday upon the governor of Alabama. The 
first was for Lucinda Gay, wanted in Quitman 
county for the crime of larceny from the house ; 
J. M. Harrell was appointed agent of the state 
of Georgia to receive the prisoner and convey 
her to. Quitman county. The second requisi- 
tion was for C. P. Lester, wanted for simple 
larceny in Carroll county, and for Noel Patter- 
son, wanted for murder in the same county. 
The requisitions were upon the governor of 
Alabama, and in the second one James M. 
Herritt was named as the state’s agent to re- 
ceive and convey the prisoners to the county of 
Carroll. 

THE GOVERNOR received on yesterday an 
application for the pardon of Paul Holloway 
and James Higgins, convicted at the March 
term of Emmanuel superior court of gambling 
and sentenced for six months. The applica- 
tion for pardon was based upon the fact that 
the convicts were convicted upon the testi- 
mony of a single witness, who is alleged to 
have been guilty of perjury. After duly con- 
sidering the matter the governor issued an 
order directing the authorities to immediately 
discharge the men from custody. 

THE GOVERNOR reccived information yester- 
day fromthe comptroller-general that Jesse 
Robinson, tax collector of Washington county, 
had failed to complete the new county and 
state bond, as required by law, and that the 
limit of ten days allowed by law had expired. 
Information was also received from the ordi- 
nary of Washington county conveying the 
same information. While Governor Gordon 


issued no order yesterday to the effect, itis” 


very likely that he will in a day or two, issue 
an executive order declaring the office vacant. 

Tur GOVERNOR yesterday issued an order 
refusing executive clemency in the case of 
George Krom, convicted of a misdemeanor at 
the April term of Ware superior court. Irom 
was found guilty of maintaining a house for 
lewd purposes, and was heavily fined by the 
court. The plea made in his behalf was for 
the remission of the fine. 

THE GOVERNOR did not number any new 
militia districts, or appoint any notaries or 
justices of the peace yesierday. There was 
no routine matter of this sort transacted. Late 
Thursday afternoon, Simon Steinheiimer, wa: 
appointed a commissioner of deeds, at New 
York, for the state of Georgia. 

TREASURER HARDEMAN was in his office 
yesterday for the first time for several days. 

e was looking much better than when he 
left, and is in a fair way to be quickly restored. 
Colone] Hardeman is yet very weak, and re- 
mained in the city last night instead of pursu- 
ing his usual course—returning to Oxford for 
the night. There was but little business trans- 
acted at the treasury yesterday; only three 
executive warrants being paid. These were 
noted yesterday in the news of the executive 
department, and consisted of $56,418.00 for 
coupons, and $8.08 for ‘‘change bills” of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad. 

THE COMPTROLLER-GENERAL on yesterday, 
received the returns of the Hartford Life and 
Annuity company. This company pays taxes 
to the amount of $131.50,. and a check for that 
amount was enclosed with the returns. The 
compiroller-general also received from Wash- 
ington county, information in regard to the 
failure of Jesse Robinson, tax collector, to 
make the new state and county bond, as re- 
quired by law. The comptroller conveyed the 
information to the executive department. 

YESTERDAY morning Colonel Towers, of the 
department, read in the newspapers that Will 
Malone, a convict in the Chattahoochee camp, 
near Atlanta, was on the streets of the city 
getting signatures to a petition for pardon. 
Colonel Towers immediately addressed a letter 
to the lessees of the camp, at the river, de- 
manding to know if it was true Malone was in 
the city. The lessees were ordered to return 
the convict to the camp immediately, and 
were also requested to state by what ae 
they permitted convicts to leave the camp. It 
was rumored about the city during the morn- 
ing that as soon as it was known that Malone’s 
presence had been conveyed to the capitol, the 
convict was immediately sent back to the river 
camp. This was a rumor, merely, and no defi- 
nite information as to the real presence of the 
convict in the city could be obtained.

sentenced to pay a fine of $25 or to serve five 
months in the penitentiary. : 

The most interesting case tried during the 
day was the case of the State vs. M. Hollings- 
worth, indicted for violating the prohibition 
law. The defendant is the proprietor of 
a Marietta street wineroom. The indict- 
ment upon which he was arraigned alleges 
that on the 30th of last month the defendant 
sold spirituous liquors to one W. H. Brown 
and others whose names are not known. The 
case was worked up by Detective Reeves, who 
was permitted by Brown to taste and smell the 
liquor he had bought from Hollingsworth. 
Brown is a United States soldier, who has re- 
cently enlisted in the service. In the recor- 
der’s court, when the case was originally tried, 
Brown had the bottle of liquor which the de- 
tective tasted and pronounced good old corn 
whisky. The bottle was returned to the wit- 
ness, who subsequently testified that he had 
drunk all its contents. Yesterday morning 
when he was placed upon the witness 
stand he preduced the same bottle which 
was half full of a peculiar looking 
liquid, which smelt strongly of peppermint. 
This the witness swore was the same stuff that 
the bottle contained when it was presented in 
the recorder’s court, and which he had pur- 
chased from Hollingsworth. The testimony 
was preity strong against the accused, and the 
jury did not take long to find him “guilty” 
despite the indefatigable exertions of his law- 
yer, Mr. R. J. Jordon. In proceeding to pass 
sentence upon the defendant the judge re- 
marked that he was in doubt whether to im- 
pose a chaingang penalty without the alterna- 
tive of a fine, or to impose a fine 
with the alternative of a chain 
gang penalty. He remarked f urther 
that in his opinion it would be perfectly right 
forhim to send the defendant to the chain- 
gang and not to allow him to escape by merely 
paying a fine. After considering the matter 
for some time Judge Van Epps decided that 
he would fine Hollingsworth $300 or make the 
chaingang alterngtive six months. Mr. Hol- 
lingsworth will pay the fine today. 

The above case was productive of asensation.
